Refunding ata Lower Rate. 

Mr. Fernando Wood’s refunding bill 
will be pressed in the house, and will 
probably become a law, although Secre- 
«. tary Sherman says that it would strain 
the credit of the government beyond 
what it could bear, and the New York 
bankers whom he is in the habit of con- 
sulting sustains him in all he says on the 
subject. Mr. Wood on the other hand 
says he knows a filty-vear 344 per cent 
bond can be negotiated at par—he knows 
it..

Within 
the next eighteen months 6s and 5s 
mature to the amount of $781,071,700, 
and if they can be refunded into a 34 
per cent bond instead of a four per cent, 
the annual saving would be about $4,- 
000,000, or about $200,000,000 in 50 years. 
The 4 per cents are selling at 104, with 
a tendency upward; and we can there- 
fore see no reason why the government 
should not try a lower-rate bond. The 
bankers who expect to handle the new 
bonds under John Sherman undoubted- 
ly think otherwise; but their views on 
this question should not be considered 
conclusive before congress, however in- 
fluential they may be in the treasury de- | 
partment. Our credit is as good as Eng- / 
Jand’s—it should be better—and England 
only pays 34 per cent. ‘Investors, too, in 
this country are buying every day bonds 
of various sorts at'rates that do not yield 
over 3} percent. Why then should not 
the government float a 3} per cent bond? 
None in the world—except that the men 
who have grown rich in handling govern- 
ment loans, do not’ want such a 
bond if they can get a better one. 
Congress is, however, supposed to repre- 
sent the people who pay the mass of the 
taxes much more than it represents the 
men whose chief business consists in 
clipping coupons. We need fewer syn- 
dicates hereafter, and more loans of a 
-popular nature that are open to small 
inyestors. Provision should be made in

the most natural thing in the world. As 
far as Tue ConstITUTION is concerned,our 
allusion to the senator’s r2solution as the 
Sherman-Bayard project is for the pur- 
pose notonly ofcharacterizingthe scheme, 
but for the purpose of preserving a his- 
toric fact. If to state a fact is to 
cast suspicion upon Mr. Bayard, it is his 
misfortune and not our fault. At the 
same time, we must be permitted to say 
that we neither doubt his honesty, nor do 
| we have any suspicion of his integrity. 

We understand Mr. Bayard’s position 
perfectly well. He thinks that the dem- 
ocratic party, by stealing John Sherman’s 
financial thunder and lightning, can gain 
enough support in the east and north to 
insure the election of its presidential can- 
didate, and, by making himself conspicu- 
ousin the effort to strip the golden laurels 
from John Sherman’s intellectual brow, 
Mr. Bayard hopes to be that candidate. 
Like nearly all our modern statesmen, 
Mr. Bayard is not averse to holding of- 
fice, and if he can catch the money-pow- 
er of the east, he is of the opinion that 
he would be entitled to what the rural 
Ohio editor calls great conspicuousness. 
His programme leaves out of view two 
very essential facts. He forgets that in- 
stead of entrapping the money-power the 
democratic party would’ be caught in the 
golden net; and he forgets, in the second 
place, that the democratic greenbac kers 
who form a very large portion of the 
democratic party in the south and in the 
west, would refuse to be bound by any 
terms which would once more place it in 
the power of speculators and other inter- 
ested persons to precipitate a financia 
panic. 

We must admit, however, that Mr. 

Bayard’s attitude is a great disappoint- 
ment tous. We cannot regard as an ev- 
idence of statesmanship a policy which 
insists that pledges made to the bond- 
holders be sacredly kept, and that pledges 
made to the people be violate’. Wecan- 
not understand why a pledge made toa 
class of men who are drawing interest 
upon all the sacrifices they ever made 
should be regarded as any more sacred 
and binding than a pledge mae to the 
people who were compelled to make sac- 
rifices and at the same time keep on good 
terms with the tax collector no matter 
how often he demanded their purse. 
Until Mr. Bayard shall make this clear to 
us we must believe that the claims of 
statesmanship which have been set up for 
him by his friends are hastily made and 
ill-considered. The government invited 
the bondholders to lend it money and 
pledged itself to pay them a stipulated 
salary in the shape of interest. Mr. Bay- 
ard calls this a sacred pledge. The gov- 
ernment forced the. people to loan it 
money, and gave its note in the shape of 
a promise to pay the loan without inter- 
est; but it pledged itself to make that 
note a legal tender for public and private 
debts, except customs dues and interest 
on the bonds, and the supreme court 
solemnly affirmed and emphasized that 
pledge. Mr. Bayard says this pledge, 
distinct and einphatic as it is, should be 
deliberately violated. Why? Because— 
well, because the democrats may gain a 
few more votes in the east, and because 
Mr. Bayard himseif would like to bea 
candidate for president. 
Asa matter of course, if the D-eliware 
senator were confronted with the ques- 
tion, he would reply that the pledge to 
the people is unconstitutional. This is 
the reply of all who favor the Sherman- 
Bayard proposition; and yet it is abso- 
lutely out of the power of any or all 
of them to demonstrate that it is 
unconstitutional for the government 
to issue a legal tender paper currency. 
In fine, the claim that it is unconstitu- 
tional for the government to issue legal 
tender notes is a farcical quibble, for the 
organic law makes it incumbent upon the 
general government to do various things 
which cannot be done if gold and silver 
are alone the currency of the country. 
We would be glad if someof. the alleged 
statesmen, who are anxious to paddle 
through politics in John Sherman’s 
patent swimming suit, would show us how 
and wherein the issue of legal tender cur- 
rency is unconstitutional. It will give 
variety to a discussion that will presently 
turn out to be a very serious one for some 
of the democrats who have foolishly con- 
nected themselves with the infamous 
movement to demonetize the greenback 
notes. The great majority of the people 
do not yet clearly understand the nature 
of the proposition. When they do, they 
will give life and animation to the von- 
troversy.

If it has secured or does 
secure the Selma,Rome and Dalton road, 
it will have to build from some point on 
that road across to Atlanta, where it ean 
find the Atlantic either over the Georgia 
road or the Central. This branch road 
will very soon control the bulk of the 
business of the Cincinnati Southern. We 
therefore see nothing to fear but every- 
thing to hope for Atlanta in the vast 
game that isnow being played. 

It will be necessary for the reader to 
stop and consider one moment before he 
can appreciatethe vastness of the trans- 
action that was made in Savannah on 
Tuesday.

And as 
to Mr. Wadley, it is annonnced that 
“the present organization of the road 
will not be changed” just now. A ses- 
sion of a few short hours—and the Cen- 
tral isa subsidiary thing, controlled by 
two visitors to Savannah, and King 
Wadley is president of the Central at 
their will. Vast indeed are the schemes 
in which such moves as this are made. 

And is it for the best? Who can tell? 
The Central road has done much 
to develop Georgia, It has been criti- 
cized, as all great corporations must be, 
but it has been a grand agent in the 
building up of the state. What it will 
be in the future, the future alone can dis- 
close. As for Mr. Wadley, it is our opin- 
ion that Georgia never produced an 
abler man—one-who by his own force of 
will and brain against such adverse cir- 
cumstances, achieved such a stupendous 
work. We have had our little bouts with 
him, but we have the highest admiration 
for his character. He has made a monu- 
ment for himself in this state that will 
endure forever. Without. him the Cen- 
tral would have still been a thread of 
road, between Macon and Savannah, 
rather than the vast,sagacious and compli- 
cated system it is. We all owe him a debt 
that wecan never pay. We hear that his 
health is very bad, and that indeed if it 
had not been for this, he would never 
have consented tothe arrangement that 
has been made. We trust that there is 
nothing serious in his physical trouble, 
and that he may be spared for many 
years of active work inthe state ¢hat 
honors him so thoroughly.

GENERAL NicnoLas pe Prerona, the 
new dictator of Peru, is in the prime of 
life, having been born in 1840; is a man 
of education, ability and courage; has 
done his part in revolutions and in regu- 
lar government, and is very popular. He 
was minister of finance in the flush, 


times that followed the great guano and 


mineral development, and backed Henry 
Meiggs in the tremendous railroad 
schemes which broke down Peruvian 
_ credit. He was impeached and acquitted, 
and after several revolutionary attempts, 
which rather commend a man in Peru, 
fully recovered his popularity, and is 
probably the best man the Peruvians 
could put at the head of their state. As 
his wife is a daughter of that Iturbide 
who made himself emperor of Mexico, a

Tue cable brings news of the accep- 
tance of the resignation of Gordon Pasha, 
who has long desired to return to this 
country. His long and useful service in 
Egypt included the suppression of the 
slave trade in the Soudan, and the an- 
nexation to Egypt of several valuable 
provinces. His latest work was in Abys- 
sinia, where he was detained for some 
weeks, being handsomely entertained by 
the king, until a. great council was con- 
vened, and the king suddenly put for- 
ward a programme for Egypt’s acceptance 
that’ would have been Egypt’s disgrace. 
Among his demands is one for the restitu- 
tions by Ezypt of the Red Sea coast that 
once belonged to King John. Gordon 
Pasha was then permitted to return to 
Cairo. In a long interview with the 
khedive, he stated that King John is bit- 
terly hated by his subjects, and is sur- 
rounded by discontented tribes and 
rulers. He does not think that he dare 
attack Egypt or try to enforce his de- 
mands. General Gordon’s resignation, 
after his long service, was entirely volun- 
tary. He returns to his native land load- 
ed with honors. | 

Refunding at a Lower Rate. 

Mr. Fernando Wood’s refunding bill 
will be pressed in the house, and will 
probably become a law, although Secre- 
tary Sherman says that it would strain 
the credit of the government beyond 
what it could bear, and the New York 
bankers whom he isin the habit of con- 
sulting sustains him in all he says on the 
subject. Mr. Wood on the other hand 
says he knows a fifty-year 344 per cent 
bond can be negotiated at par—he knows 
it. He says further that such bonds 
would command a premium within a 
year, because, first, the unsettled condi- 
tion of affairs in war-vexed and army- 
ridden Europe is turning the attention of 
capitalists to this country, which is now 
iess exposed to political convulsions than 
any European nation. Our credit is 


therefore high; and cannot be shaken. 


Then, again, the national banks will need 
$300,000,000 of the new bondsas security 
for their circulation, and there are other 
large classes of investors who want a 
long and safe bond much more thana 
high rate of interest—holders of trust 
funds, of aécumulated capital, of money 
in litigation, managers of savings institu- 
tions and the like. 

There is certainly no reason why Mr. 
Wood’s plan should not be tried. Within 
the next eighteen months 6s and 5s 
mature to the amount of $81,071,700, 
and if they can be refunded into a 34 
per cent bond instead of a four per cent, 
the annual saving would be about $4,- 
000,000, or about $200,000,000 in 50 years. 
The 4 per cents are selling at104, with 
a tendency upward; and wecan there- 
_ fore see no reason why the government 
should not try a lower-rate bond. The 
bankers who expect to handle the new 
bonds under John Sherman undoubted- 
ly think otherwise; but their views on 
this question should not be considered 
conclusive before congress, however in- 
fluential they may be in the treasury de- 
partment. Our credit is as good as Eng- 
land’s—it should be better—and England 
only pays 3} per cent. Investors, too, in 
this country are buying every day bonds 
of various sorts at rates that do not yield 
ever 34 percent. Why then should not 
the government float a 33 per cent bond? 
None in the world—except that the men 
who have grown rich in handling govern- 
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‘ Like nearly all our modern statesmen,

the most natural thing in the world. As 
far as Tue ConstiTUTION is concerned,our 
allusion to the senator’s r2solution as the 
Sherman-Bayard project is for the pur- 
pose notonly ofcharacterizing the scheme, 
but for the purpose of preserving a his- 
toric fact. If to state a fact is to 
east suspicion upon Mr. Bayard, it is his 
misfortune and not our fault. At the 
same time, we must be permitted to say 
that. we neither doubt his honesty, nor do 
we have any suspicion of his integrity. 
We understand Mr. Bayard’s position 
perfectly well. He thinks that the dem- 
ocratic party, by stealing John Sherman’s 
financial thunder and lightning, can gain 
enough support in the east and north to 
insure the election of its presidential can- 
didate, and, by making himself conspicu- 
ousin the effort to strip the golden laurels 
from John Sherman’s intellectual brow, 
Mr. Bayard hopes to be that candidate. 


Mr. Bayard is not averse to holding of- 
fice, and if he can catch the money-pow- 
er of the east, he is of the opinion that 
he would be entitled to what the rural 
Ohio editor calls great conspicuousness. 
His programme leaves out of view two 
very essential facts. He forgets that in- 
stead of entrapping the money-power the 
democratic party would be caught in the 
golden net; and he forgets, in the second 
place, that the democratic greenbac kers 
who form a very large portion of the 
democratic party in the south and in the 
west, would refuse to be bound by any 
terms which would once more place it in 
the power of speculators and other inter- 
ested persons to precipitate a financia 
panic. 

We must admit, however, that Mr. 
Bayard’s attitude is a great disappoint- 
ment tous. We cannot regard as an ev- 
idence of statesmanship a policy which 
insists that pledges made to the bond- 
holders be sacredly kept, and that pledges 
made to the people be violated. Wecan- 
not understand why a pledge made toa 
class of men who are drawing interest 
upon all the sacrifices they ever made 
should be regarded as any more sacred 
and binding than a pledge made to the 
people who were compelled to make sac- 
rifices and at the same time keep on good 
terms with the tax collector no matter 
how often he demanded their purse. 
Until Mr. Bayard shall make this clear to 
us we must believe that the claims of 
statesmanship which have been set up for 
him by his friends are hastily made and 
ill-considered. The government invited 
the bondholders to lend it money and 
pledged itself to pay them a stipulated 
salary in the shape of interest. Mr. Bay- 
ard calls this a sacred pledge. The gov- 
ernment forced the. people to loan it 
money, and gave its note in the shape of 
a. promise to pay the loan without inter- 
est; but it pledged itself to make that 
note a legal tender for public and private 
debts, except customs dues and interest 
on the bonds, and the supreme court 
solemnly affirmed and emphasized that 
pledge. Mr. Bayard says this pledge, 
distinct and emphatic as it is, should be 
deliberately violated. Why? Because— 
well, because the democrats may gaina 
few more votes in the east, and because 
Mr. Bayard himseif would like to bea 
candidate for president. 

Asa matter of course, if the D-liware 
senator were confronted with the ques- 
tion, he would reply that the pledge to 
the people is unconstitutional. This is 
the reply of all who favor the Sherman- 
Bayard proposition; and yet it is abso- 
lutely out of the power of any or all 
of them to demonstrate that it is 
unconstitutional for the government 
to issue a legal tender paper currency. 
In fine, the claim that it is unconstitu- 
tional for the government.to ‘issue leyal 
tender notes is a farcical quibble, for the 
organic law makes it incumbent upon the 
general government to do various things 
which cannot be done if gold and silver 
are alone the currency of the country. 
We would be glad if someof the alleged 
statesmen, who are anxious to paddle 
through politics in John Sherman’s 
patent swimming suit, would show us how 
and wherein the issue of legal tender cur- 
rency is unconstitutional. It will give 
variety to a discussion that will presently 
turn out to be a very serious one for some 
of the democrats who have foolishly con- 
nected themselves with the infamous 
| movement to demonetize the greenback 
notes.

On the trial the case the jury, 
under the charge of the court, returned the | 
following verdict: ‘We, the jury, find that 
the deceas2d, William Rose, was a citizen 
of the United States; that Mary Rose is the 
widow of the deceased, and being a citizen 
of the United States and resident of the 
state of Georgia, is entitled to the adminis- 


' tration upon the estate in question.”’ A mo- 


tion was made for a new trial on the yari- 
ous grounds therein set forth, which. was 
overruled and the other contestants ex- 
cepted. There were two bills of exceptions 
filed, but buth cases were argued together 
here. It appears from the evidence in the 
record, that William Rose, the deceased in- 
testate, was born in England, and came to 
Savannah in 1850 or 1851, where he 
continued’ to reside until his death, 
in July, 1874, being generally considered an 
unmarried man. He left an estate con- 
sisting of both real and personal property 
of nearly. the value of $57,000. It also ap- 
years from the evidence, that the intestate, 

Villiam Rose, was married in October, 
18149, to Mary Hargrave (now Mary Rose, 
the party to this suit,) they both being 
British subjects, that about three months 
after their marriage Rose left England and 
came to tlie United States‘ never having re- 
turned to England since he left there. 
Mary Rose remained in England and never 
saw,her Husband after 1849, and there was 
no correspondence between them after 
about six months from the time he left her, 
though she knew where he was. It further 
appears from the evidence, that on the 14th 
of September, 1878, Messrs. Hartridge & 
Chisholm filed a caveat in the court of or- 
dinary, to Headman’s application for let- 
ters, in the name of Mary Rose, she then 
being in New York, just arrived there from 
England, and never haying been in Geor- 
gia; that she then caine to Savannah to re- 
side and expressed her intention -to 
permanently reside there, and 
made application for letters of 
administration in herown name on the es- 
tate of her deceased husband, there being 
no children. The first error complained of 
by Headman is, that when the case was 
called for trial and a parrel of twenty-four 
jurors was put upon the parties, two of the 
caveators appellants each claimed the right 
to hiave six strikes, and the court ruled that 
each of said, caveators were entitled to six 
strikes, and had a jury of thirty jurors em- 
pannelled to try the case, without the con- 
sent of Headman, and each of the cavea- 
tors were permitted to.strike six jurors of 
said panel, to which rulings of the court 
Headman accepted. This ruling of the 
court was error. There is no law, that we 
are aware of, to authorize the court to em- 
panel such a jury as it did for the trial of 
the case, but on the contrary it was in vio- 
lation of the plain provisions of the 3932d 
section of the code, which provides for a 
panel of twenty-four jurors from which 
the parties, or their attorneys, may strike 
alternately until there shall be but twelve 
left which siiall constitute the special jury 
to try the case. The result, therefore, is that 
there has been no trial of the case by a law- 
ful jury empaneledas thestatute requires. 
There was no error in the refusal of the 
court to dismiss the appeal of Mary Rose 
on the motion of Headman on the grounds 
therein stated. There was no error in ad- 
mitting in evidence the duly authenticated 
copy of the record of the judgment of the 
circuit court of the United States for the 
northern = district of Georgia natu- 
ralizing Thomas . Arkwright. The 
circuit court of the United States 
is a court of which the courts of this state 
will take judicial notice, and admit.as evi- 
dence the records of its proceedings, when 
duly authenticated. The court did not err 
in admitting in’ evidence the minutes of 
the city court of Savannah (it being a court 
of record), to prove the naturalization of 
William Rose. Gth Cranch, 178. 5th New 
York Rep. 284. This was not the record of 
asuit between parties which is required to 
be recorded in a separate record book as 
prescribed by our code, but it was anex 
parte proceeding before the court, and the 
record of the minutes and proceedings of 
:hat court was the proper place to look for 
its judgment in that ex parte proceeding 
before it. The judgment, as found on the 
record of the minutes of the court of the 
2d of Mafch, 1859, recites that, ‘‘William 
Rose, an alien and a subject of the queen 
of Great Britain and Ireland (and other 
persons named therein), petitioned the 
court to be admitted us citizens of the 
United States of America, and 
it appearing to the court 
‘that they havein all things complied with 
the requisitions of the naturalization laws, 
they were duly admitted citizens of the 
United States of America after taking and 
subscribing in open court the oath of alle- 
giance.” : 

This evidence was admissible, the more 
especially when it had been proved by the 
clerk of the court then, and now, that he 
administered the oath to Rose in open 
court, and that the papers relating to Rose’s 
application for citizenship were regular 
and on file in his office and that the same 
cannot now be found after the most dili- 
gent search; and Russel], the clerk, was a 
competent witness to prows the facts about 
which he testified, in view of the loss of the 
original papers. Assuming that Mr. Rose 
was a citizen of the United States at the 
time of his death asthe jury have found, 
was his widow in view of the evidence in 
the record, entitled to letters of administra- 
tionon his estu.e.

By 
by the 2492 section of the 
code, none but citizens of the United States 
residing in thestete of Georgia are qualified 
to be made administrators except as pro- 
vided in section 2493, Was Mrs. Rose a 
citizen of the United States, and was she 
residing in this state at ihe time of her ap- 
pointment es adininistratrix on the estate 
of her deceased linsband?

1. By express provision of the constitu- 
tion of 1877, all suits by or against a county 
must be in the name thereof. It follows 
that when the county magistracy, such as 
commissioners, sue for land officially in 
their own names, no recovery can be had if 
they have had no actual possession, and if 
the title is not in them but in the county. 

2. When the same persons or board con- 
stitute the corporate magistracy of a county 
and of acity, and, in complaint for land, 
they sue in the former cha:acter upon pre- 
scriptive title in the county, they cannot 
recover on proof of title in the city. 

3. Acceptance of a deed from the ordi- 
nary, made by him officially, isa recogni- 
tion by the purchaser of title in the 
county at the date of the deed, and 
whilst the purchaser is in possession 
under such deed he holds under the coun- 
ty. ‘The deed of the ordinary does not pass 
titie out of the county, he having no legal 
power to make it, but only to authorize it 
to be inade by sume one or more other per- 
sons as a commission. Such deed, however, 
if free from fraud, will be color of title-on 
which to base a prescription; butif tainted 
with actual fraud affecting the conscience 
of the purchaser, possession under it will 
not avail. The jury may infer actual fraud 
from a false recital in the instrument as to 
the mode of sale, together with ined2qyate 
consideration, and the further fact that the 
sole consideration was a claim by the pur-

Mr. William A. Wilson Charged With 
Robbing the Mail. 

West Point comes to the front wii: a} 

sensation, which was caused by the arrest 

in that city of William A. Wilson, son of 


the late postmaster of West Point, by Spe- 
cial Agest H. A. Chambers, charged with 
robbing the mail. The facts inyolyed in 
the case seems to be these: 

Sometime before the 13th of August last 
res about the 12th of that month— 
Ed Sulter, now of Montgomery, Alabama, 
bought a plain gold ring from Mr. Herz- 
berg, of West Point, and got Herzberg to 
put it upin a box suitable for mailing.

He 
then took the package to the West Point 
post-office and mailed it. W.n. A. Wils&n. 
son of the postmaster and an employe of: 
the office, was present and saw Mr. Sulter 
mail the box; also heard him state that the 
— contained a gold ring. When the 
0x reached its destination it was found to 
contain a cheap brass ring instead of the 
gold one that had been purchased by Mr. 
Sulter and placed in the box. 

Upon this fact being made known to Mr. 
Sulter, he at once concluded that Herzberg 
had deceived and swindled him, and inju- 
rijusly affected his relations with the young 
lady, by substituting in the box the brass 
ring fur the gold one he bad bought. His,
